New program focuses on 
prescription drug disposal

CHARLEVOIX — Sheriff George T. 
Lasater and Liaison Officer William D. 
Schneider of the Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff’s Office announced a new program for 
the disposal of prescription drugs. Accord- 
ing to the Sheriff's Office, this has become 


a very serious problem on several levels. - 


and this initiative is a pro-active approach 
to deal with the issues. 

“We are offering to dispose prescription 
drugs in a proper fashion which is environ- 
mentally safe,” Schneider said. “I think 
there are a number of things that prompted 


this. It is basically a two-fold problem.: 


Number one, people are passing away, the 
drugs that they were using, whether it be 
pain medication or whatever, the family 
doesn’t know what to do with them. That’s 
the first small problem.” 

Schneider went on to say the concerns 
escalate when young children, or anybody 
else with a drug abuse problem, has access 
to these drugs which according to Schneid- 
er is happening now. Just last year. the 
Sheriff's Office had a case where a gentle- 
man died after overdosing on Oxycotton. 
It was supplied to him from a friend who 
had taken the drugs from his grandparent 
who had just passed away. 

Schneider said the program is a protec- 
tive measure on all counts; safety, use and 
disposal. 


“There is also the issue of people’s 
homes being broken into. It’s not unusual 
for us to take reports on someone’s med- 
ication, particularly Oxycotton or meth- 
adone. Those are the drugs of choice for a 


lot of people right now,” Schneider ex-. 


plained. “They are breaking into homes to 
Steal these medications. That’s another 
problem.” 

' There is also the environmental concern 
when disposing of prescription . drugs. 
Schneider said the drug manufacturers are 
telling people to flush unwanted drugs 
down the toilet. 

“The system does not break the chemi- 
cals down and it goes out to our rivers and 
lakes. Obviously this is not good for our 
environment,” Schneider added. “The dis- 
posed prescriptions end up in the water 
supply system.” 

The Sheriff's Office will now accept 
prescription drugs from citizens. The pre- 
scriptions received will be treated as ev- 
idence which means they will receipt any 
drugs turned in and document when and 
how they will destroy them. 

With the seriousness of accounting for 


the controlled substances, the Sheriff is |. 


asking all citizens wishing to use this serv- 
ice to contact the Sheriff's Office to make 


an appointment to dispose of the drugs by |

Obesity and Body Image 
Summer rolls by with less 
clothing, more time 
outside, at the beach—all 
spells FUN!

Matz & Faith found body 
disturbances in the United 
States are accompanied by 
rigid, ideal evaluations of 
self and others.

11, 1959, he enlisted in the Army 
entering into active duty in Detroit. — 
Following basic training, Smith at- 
tended Engineering Ordnance | 
School where he received four 
weeks instruction in disarming un- | 
exploded ordnance and organiza- 
tional maintenance of wheeled ve- | 
hicles, including courses in Milita- 
ry Code of Conduct, Course B of 
Military Justice, The Geneva Con- 
vention and Chemical, Biological 
and Radiation Warfare. 

In January of 1960 Smith depart- 
ed the United States arriving in the 
European Theater of Operations and was assigned 
to Company A, 17th Signal Battalion, Berlin, Ger- 
many, providing security at the Berlin Wall and 
participating in frequent red alerts while serving as 
a demolition expert and wheeled vehicle mechan- 
ic.

On July 1, a new booster seat law went into effect for Michi- 
gan requiring all children be secured in a booster seat until they 
are 8-years-old or reach 4’9” tall. We reported the new law last 
week and wanted to remind all parents and guardians about this _ 
important initiative. 

_ The Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Office commented on the 
riew law saying research has shown children that are properly re- 
strained in a child safety seat can save their lives. According to 
the Sheriff’s Office, traffic accidents are one of the leading 
causes of death for children. In many cases these deaths c can be 
prevented by utilizing a booster seat. 

Bravo to the Sheriff’s office for once again prioritizing chil- 
dfen in our community and looking out for their safety. 

Sheriff Lasater noted in a release that citations for violating 
this new law will range from $65 to $165 for each unrestrained 
child in the vehicle. Lasater also said this is a primary enforce- 
ment law enabling his deputies to stop a vehicle if they see an 
improperly restrained child. 

A booster seat lifts children up to make sure their safety belt 
fits properly. Without proper restraints, a child can suffer se- 
rious internal injuries due to the seat belt’s design for adults. 

Now that we all know the new law, let’s make sure we follow

EAST LANSING — As the bounty of local food 
is becoming readily available, more people. are 
getting access to fresh, local produce through 
Project FRESH this summer. 

_ Project FRESH (Farm Resources Expanding 
and Supporting Health) is a program that makes 
fresh produce available to low-income, nutrition- 
ally-at-risk consumers and also supports Michigan 
farmers. It expands the awareness and use of farm- 
ers markets in addition to increasing sales at the 
markets. The Michigan Department of Communi- 
ty Health WIC Division, Michigan State Universi- 
ty Extension and the United States Department of 
Agriculture Food and Nutrition Service jointly ad- 
minister the program. Project FRESH receives 
federal funds, local funds, private grants and WIC 
program income from vendor fines. 

This summer, the C.S. Mott Group for Sustaina- 
ble Food Systems at Michigan State University is 
coordinating Michigan State University’s role in 
nutrition education for Project FRESH recipients. 
Also assisting are Michigan Food & Farming Sys- 


tems and the Michigan Farmers Market Associa- 
tion because of their close links to farmers and 
farmers markets in the state. 

“This project will focus on enhancing the con- 
nections between farmers markets, Michigan State 
University Extension and local WIC offices in an 
overall effort to. increase peer-to-peer networking 
as well as Project FRESH recognition and redemp- 
tion,” said Susan Smalley, Director of the C.S. 
Mott Group. “In Michigan’s current troubled 
economy, we want to help Project FRESH recip- 
ients redeem every coupon issued and use the food 
they receive to improve both nutrition and enjoy- 
ment of Michigan products.” 

Main objectives of this project over the summer 
‘include: providing more extensive media visibility 
for Project FRESH, organizing and hosting re- 
gional meetings in five locations around Michigan 
to invite local sharing and collaboration within 
Project FRESH and related efforts, and offering 
special consultation and support to counties with 
relatively large numbers of coupon booklets dis- 


tributed and relatively low redemption rates.

Tisron provides

EAST JORDAN —— New 
East Jordan varsity football 
coach Bill Tisron knows 
what it takes to win.
